Valley Bridge and Iron company, con­ 
tracto rs on the su b -tru ctu re of

project. 
“ Mr. T aber said his company 
had 
leased yard space from the St. Louis- 
Southw estern Railroad com pany 
at 
Birds Point, and m ost of the m aterial 
will be shippe«i to 
th at 
place 
and 
transported 
to 
the 
bridge site bv 
barge. 
Two of 
the 
barges, 
which 
were built at Paducah, Ky., for 
the 
construction firm, have been received 
here and are being loaded with equip­ 
ment to be taken to the Birds Point 
sto rag e yard. T here are already about 
11 cars of m aterial on hand at Birds 
Point now. 
The reason for 
the 
selection 
of 
Birds Point as a base of operations, 
according to Mr. Tabor, was th at 
it 
is necessary that th e site be conveni­ 
ent to both rail and w ater tran sp o r­ 
tation and no such site was available 
on this side of the river. 
W ork is to be sta rted very soon on 
a num ber of concrete piles which will 
be cast in the com pany’s storage yard 
and cuivd before being driven on the 
Illinois side. 
Most of the labor to bt* engaged in 
the construction of the bridge will be 
skill«*d and only about one-third 
i 
the total will consi-t of common la­ 
bor, said Mr. Tabor.

Among Missouri’s chief executives 
Charles Henry Hardin, governor from 
1875 to 1877, occupies enviable posi­ 
tion. 
Governor Hardin w'as born on July 
15, 1820 in Trimble County, Kentucky. 
With the name of Hardin he inherit­ 
ed those admirable qualities of 
the 
French-Hugenot-steadfastness, indus­ 
try and determination. 
His maternal 
ancestry 
was 
equally strong. 
His 
mother, Mary Jewell Hardin, 
was a 
sister of Dr. William Jewell, pioneer 
Missouri physician and 
one of the 
founders of William 
Jewell College. 
Upon her devolved the task of 
rear­ 
ing and educating five small children 
after death of the father in 1830. 
At the time of the father’s death 
the family was located in 
Columbia. 
Missouri. 
Here Charles availed him­ 
self of every educational opportunity! 
offered. 
In 1837 he was sent to the 
University of Indiana and two 
years 
later he entered Miami University at 
Oxford, Ohio, from 
which 
he 
was 
graduated in 1841. 
While at Miami 
University he and seven fellow' stud­ 
ents formed the Greek letter frater­ 
nity known as Beta Theta Pi. 
Returning 
to 
Columbia, 
Charles 
took up the study of law and in 1843 
was admitted to the bar. At the be­ 
ginning of the Civil War there 
was 
perhaps no lawyer in Central 
Mis­ 
souri with a larger or more lucrative 
practice. 
It is the 
universal 
testimony of 
Governor 
Hardin’s 
contemporaries 
that never at any time did he 
seek 
public office, yet a vertitable shower 
of such offices descended 
upon 
him, 
ranging from justice of the peace 
in 
h ulton township, Callaway county, to 
that of the highest honor—the gover­ 
norship. 
During the 
Civil 
War 
Governor 
Hardin retired to his farm near Mex­ 
ico in Aurian county. 
He wras dis­ 
franchised on account of his alleged 
sympathy wfith the South altho’ 
he 
maintained a consistent stand against 
secession. 
As 
governor, 
Hardin 
performed 
noteworthy services for 
the 
state. 
W hen he entered the office he found 
he state with a debt of many mill­ 
ions. Gross abuses had likew ise crept 
into the 
administration. 
The 
time 
was ripe for the execution if a pollicy 
f retrenchment and reform and Gov­ 
ernor Hardin emphatically administ­ 
ered such a policy. Current expenses 
were reduced more than one-half and 
lawlessness and crime were diminish­ 
ed by a more frugal use of the par- 
loning power. 
Governor Hardin’s famous “grass­ 
hopper proclamation” is an evidence 
)f deeply religious character. 
A host 
f “Rocky Mountain Loeuts” invaded 
the state early in the summer of 1875 
nd did incredible damage to growing 
rops. 
All efforts to combat the in- 
ects proved futile. 
Finally (¡over 
nor Hardin was induced to proclaim 
day of fasting and prayer. 
June 3 
1875 was selected as the day on w hich 
all people were to assemble in their 
places for worship “for humble and 
devout prayer and to otherwise 
ob­ 
serve the day as one of fasting pray 
er ’. 
The following day heavy rains 
set in and the grasshoppers were soon 
expelled from the state. 
Governor 
Hardin always regarded the incident 
i s a manifest answer to prayer. 
At the expiration of his term of of­ 
fice, Governor Hardin retired to pri­ 
vate life on his farm near Mexico. 
Not only did Governor Hardin ren­ 
der a service to his people as a law­ 
yer and statesman, but also as a phil­ 
anthropist. 
Hardin College at Mex­ 
ico is a monument to his beneficence. 
Churches, missions 
and

enterprises benefited through his gen­ 
erosity. 
As a philanthropist 
he car­ 
ried out

Francis-Black River Commission,

State organization, presided.

viewed the situation, saying the resi­ 
dents of tin Black River Valley had 
thus far financed their own levee and 
drainage work, 
and 
that 
after 20 
years Cu*y find themselves little bet­ 
tor off than when they began. 
He as- 
M rttd it is time the flood area of the 
small livers join the 
general 
move­ 
ment t< control the flood waters of the 
Mississippi Valley. 
Referring to the hill to he 
intro­ 
duced in 
Congress 
by 
Senator Joe 
Robinson of Arkansas, Barron 
sug­ 
gested that the word tributary would 
probably not include the Black River. 
He recommended immediate action to 
place this river among those to 
get 
consideration at various meetings and 
in Congress. 
He expressed fear that, since 
the 
lower part of Black River Valley 
is 
so narrow that only a small amount 
of land is overflowed, the flood con­ 
trol mens nr» will not take notice 
of 
Black River flood- 
unless 
there 
is 
< ncert *d action taken by Wayne and 


B u t l e r counties in Missouri and Clay, 
Randolph and Lawrence counties 
in 
Arkansas. 
Judge Jam es A. Finch of New Ma­ 
drid, another member of Gov. Baker’s 
River Commission, suggested that the 
Black River district get in touch with 
the sub-committee of the flood control 
conference and lay its claim 
before 
that body. 
Finch said it is impossible for the 
landowners of Black River Valley to 
protect themselves against overflow. 
Levees would cost 
landowners 
not 
less than $37.50 an acre. 
To build a 
reservoir at the head of Black River 
would cost $ ¡,500,000 to protect 140,- 
000 acres of land, or $25 to $20 
an 
acre, and still all the flood water could 
not be controlled, he said. Some levee 
work would abso have to be done. 
He 
suggested 
a 
representative 
from the Black River district be sent 
to the National Flood Control 
Com- 
rnitt« e. which is bringing pressure to 
bear to get the Federal Government 
to control the floods and help finance 
the drainage costs incurred by land­ 
owners. 
The chairman was authorized 
to 
appoint a committee of five, one rep 
resentative from 
each of 
the 
five 
counties in the Black River Valley in 
Missouri anl Arkansas, to keep 
in 
touch with the Mississippi Valley or­ 
ganizations.

national drainage association. 
A committee will go

County Co a t here Monday and ask 
tiiat the drainage districts organized 
under the County Court’s jurisdiction 
be authorized to join this association.

Governor Hardin was horn on July 
15, 1820 in Trimble County, Kentucky. 
With the name of Hardin he inherit­ 
ed those admirable qualities of 
the 
French-Hugonot-steadf astness, indus- 
try and determination. 
His maternal 
ancestry 
was 
equally strong. 
His 
mother, Mary Jewell Hardin, 
was

sister of I)r. William Jewell, pioneer 
Missouri physician and 
one of the 
founders of William 
Jewell College. 
Upon her devolved the task of
